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Mega Strobe 


OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack Mega Strobe helps you 
create special lighting effects. It comes with 
large blue, red and green colored filters so 
you can set a dance party atmosphere in any 
room. It is simple to use, and its speed con- 
trol lets ycu easily vary the flashing speed of 
the light from 2 to 12 flashes per second. 

Your Mega Strobe is ETL listed to UL stan- 
dards and meets all applicable FCC require- 
ments.

INSTALLATION 

Selecting a Location 

You can place your strobe on any flat surface 
that will support its weight (about 2.5 
pounds), or mount it on a wall or ceiling. 
Choose a locaticn for the strobe that is: 

• out of the way of normal activities 

• sturdy enough to support the weight of 
the strobe 

• near an AC outlet

Mounting on a Wall or Ceiling 

You can secure the strobe to a wall or ceiling 
using screws and washers (not supplied). 

1. Using the meunting bracket as a tem- 
plate, mark the locations for the mount- 
ing screws. 

2. If you are mounting the strobe on a wall 
location supported by a stud, drill twe 
holes slightly smaller in diameter than 
the mounting screws, at the marked 
locations. 

3. Thread one of the two washers onte 
each mounting screw. 

4. Use a screwdriver and the two mounting 
screws and washers to secure the 
mounting plate to the marked location. 
Make sure the mounting bracket is firmly 
attached te the meunting surface. 

5. To attach your strobe te the mounting 
bracket, place the strobe in the U- 
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shaped gap on the bracket. Then attach 
the strobe to the bracket by inserting the 
two supplied round plastic bracket knobs 
into each hole on either side of the 
bracket. Turn the knobs until the strobe is 
secured. 

OPERATION 

Note: Before turning on the strobe for the first 
time, remove the color filters and the plastic 
bag from the top of the strobe. 

To turn on the strobe, insert the AC cord’s 
plug into a standard AC outlet. The cord has a 
polarized plug that is designed to fit the AC 
outlet only one way. If the plug does not easily 
fit into the outlet, do not force it. Simply turn it 
and try again. Then push in the top of the 
power button on the back of the unit. 

To turn it off, push in the bottom of the power 
button. Unplug the strobe from the outlet. 

Adjusting the Strobe Speed 

You can adjust the strobe’s flashing speed by 
rotating SPEED clockwise to increase the 
flashing speed or counterclockwise to de- 
crease the speed. 

The speed control is located on a removable 
handset connected to the body of the strobe 
by a coiled cable. You can remove this section 
for remote operation by sliding the handset 
forward and out of its station on the strobe. 

Replace the speed control by sliding it back 
into its station on the strobe. 

Adjusting the Angle 

To raise or lower the front end of the strobe, 
loosen the round plastic bracket knobs on ei- 
ther side of the mounting bracket. Adjust the 
strobe to the desired angle, then retighten the 
knobs to secure the angle position. 


Changing the Color Filter 

Your strobe comes with three colored filters — 
red, green, and blue. To use a color filter, se- 
lect a color and slide the filter (rounded side 
pointing up) into the groove at the top of the 
strobe.

REPLACING THE BULB 

If the strobe stops operating, you must re- 
place the bulb. 

Caution: Do not use a bulb with ratings other 
than those specified in this owner’s manual. 
Doing so might damage your strobe or your 
bulb. 

1 . Unplug the strobe from the AC outlet. 

2. Use a Phillips screwdriver to remove the 
four screws on the front cover. 

3. Remove the front cover with the clear 
lens (the clear lens is secured to the front 
panel). 

4. Unplug the old bulb from the bulb socket. 

Caution: Be sure the old bulb has had a 
chance to cool before you unplug it. 

5. Holding the new bulb with a soft cloth, 
plug the new bulb into the bulb socket. 

Caution: When installing the new bulb, 
do not touch the glass bulb with unpro- 
tected fingers. 
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Note: Be sure to align the wire leads on 
the new bulb with those of the old bulb 
you are replacing. 

6. Use only a BUB-0641 bulb (available 
threugh your local RadioShack store. 

7. Replace the frent cever and secure it with 
the screws. 

CARE 

Keep the strobe dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. Use and stere the strebe only in 
normal temperature environments. Handle the 
strobe carefully; do not drop it. Keep the 
strobe away from dust and dirt, and wipe it 
with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it look- 
ing new. 

Modifying or tampering with the strobe’s inter- 
nal cempenents can cause a malfunction and 
might invalidate its warranty. If your strobe is 
net performing as it should, take it te your lo- 
cal RadioShack store fer assistance.
